What status 
for frats? 

The Inter Greek Letter Council is again attempting to gain 
recognition as an interest group by the SSMU. Their attempt 
in 1 989 was met by the Judicial Board's conclusion that the 
accreditation of the two groups, Inter-Fraternity and 
Panhellenic Council, violated the SSMU Constitution in both 
letter and spirit. 

Some time after the 1989 decision the Inter-Fraternity 
Council changed its name and became known as the Inter 
Creek Letter Council (IGLC). 

The current attempt on the part of the IGLC to gain club 
status is met with only one difference in their constitution- 
the inclusion of an independent-membership provision, 
allowing individuals to join the Council. 

According to VP Internal Cornell Wright, SSMU policy 
stipulates that, in order to gain interest group status, groups 
must, "propose a constitution that is consistent with our 
[SSMU] constitution, by-laws and policies." 

In a memorandum to councillors, Wright expressed 
concern that, "By recognizing fraternities and sororities, we 
[the SSMU] would adopt them as our 'endeavours/ and 
would thereby commit ourselves to promoting the 'welfare 
andinterests' of groups which, according to ourconstitution, 
are discriminatory." 

Of primary concern is that fraternities are exclusionary 
organizations. Among other things, sexism means creating 
artificial boundaries between the sexes. The Creek system 
relies upon just this type of artificial gender stratification 
which ultimately encourages the sexual as well as social 
exploitation of women. 

The gender-exclusive membership of the IGIC is by- 
passed in their claim that they represent sororities and non- 
gender-based fraternities as well. 

However, as Wright pointed out, "We cannot consider 
ICLC's application for status in isolation of its constituent 
parts." 

Of further concern is the financial prejudices of and 
barriers set by the IGLC. Fraternities charge varying amounts 
to join. Reports have indicated that these fees may be as high 
as $750. 

In addition, those who want to join are required to fulfill 
a multitude of expectations. The fraternities say these 
requirements are limited to demonstrations of virtue, but 
many initiation rituals seem less than virtuous. While rumors 
abound, substantiated tales of tasks aspiring McGill frat. 
boys must complete include: bringing prostitutes to the frat. i 
house in the middle of the night; and wearing mutilated and 
naked Barbie dolls around their necks. 

Outside of McGill, fraternities have continuously been 1 
condemned for allowing or participating in rapes, harrasment 
and varied forms of hazing. Last spring a University of 
Vermont student was killed while rushing a fraternity. 

Even if McGill frats have not been directly involved in 
these types of activities, their participation in international 
Greek organizations implicates them as supporting members 
of prejudiced, privileged and potentially dangerous 
associations. 

The question now becomes whether in 1994 McGill 
students will grant the IGLC club status when theystill do not 
subscribe to the discrimination clause in the SSMU 
constitution. Are we ready to sanction the value of exclusivity 
on which they are founded, values which SSMU and society 
at large recognized as oppressive and irrational long ago?

BYADAMPOSLUNS 

"We live in the past and dream 
of the present." These words 
precede the images of Dennis 
Day's latest video work: Auto 
Biography, afresh and humorous 
satire of Day's challenging life as 
a homosexual adolescent 
growing up in a small town in 
Newfoundland. This phrase, 
however, is not merely a semi- 
insightful attempt at eye- 
catching profundity, but rather 
a simple truth about how we 
tend to look to our past to find 
substance, meaning and solace 
in our unclear present. 

Day's memories of his youth 
were not so fond, though. Auto 
Biography departs from the 
conventional nostalgia which 
has been created by the media 
to make us believe in a common 
or shared model of growing up 
in today's world. 

In his video, Day takes a look 
at the duality of his life in 
Newfoundland. Memories of the 
unrelenting pressure of 
conformity and a lonely search 
for identity are blended with a 
colorful, surreal and humorous 
perspective of that life which 
Day has acquired in the present. 
We see the reality of his attempt 
(as portrayed by Phillip Black) to 
fit into a society which is 
dominated by conservative, 
heterosexual icons. 

Even through these obviously 
painful recollections, Day still is 
able to insert humorous, and 
surprisingly light, images and 
ideas. His attempts at hunting 
and fishing, for instance, are 
marred by the derogatory 
exclamations "pansy", "queer" 
and "faggot" which are carved 
into the snow, to which he 



responds with gunshots, and by 
fish who pensively discuss 
whether they should humor the 
"fruitcake" by biting. 

He soon realizes his failed 
attempts at acquiescence and 
declares: "I began to lose my 
mind after I had already lost 
touch with my body." 

Day makes no subsequent 
attempts at compliance and 
instead retreats into his own 
world of fantasy. He imagines 
an inverted society, where 
homosexual ideals are the norm. 

His lesbian parents show 
concern over him walking his 
gay boyfriend home. He dreams 
of all gay pajama parties and 
conceives a perfect male alter- 
ego whom he may "have over 
for dinner" whenever he likes. 
Day by no means suggests, 
however, that this flowery 
fantasy land is a utopia. Obstacles 
such as generation gaps and the 
ever-present power of 
consumerism still inhabit the 
infrastructure of his revised, cozy 
little town. 

Day, who graduated from the 
Ontario College of Arts in 1 984, 
now works exclusively in video. 
His expertise in the editing room 
allows him to implementvarious 
symbolic devices into his work. 

Through the use of 
chromakeying, Day is able to 
juxtapose his actors from the 
studio in Toronto onto the 
authentically recorded 
Newfoundland backdrops. 
There is no debating the 
unrealistic quality, however Day 
purposefully uses these effects 
to present the perception of gays 
as unnaturally infringing on our 
concept of a natural world. It 
also serves to represent Day's 
"fictional construct as opposed 



to one's own personal history." 

Although the subject matter 
of his videos often seems political 
in nature, Day does not consider 
himself a political activist in any 
literal sense of the term. Creating 
'video art' is his primary focus. 

His work is accessible to a 
varied crowd. It has an appeal 
on all levels of analysis, to almost 
every age group and to those of 
any sexual inclination. Videos 
suchasAutoBiographyareinno 
way meant for any one group of 
viewers. 

The making of Auto 
Biography was therapeutic for 
Day who had only painful 
memories of adolescence and 
wished that part of his life would 
simply vanish. He explains: 
"nostalgia always seemed like a 
strange form of sadomasochism. 
Why would anyone indulge? 
Now that I'm indifferent enough 
to the world to have fun in it, 
nostalgia is like a commercial 
interrupting my personal 
television program." 

At the same time, he 
challenges the typical "syrupy 
concoction of filtered history and 
false reminiscences" often put 
forth by the media and to which 
the "heterosexual empire" 
becomes addicted. Haven't we 
had enough of the modern 
CleaverfamilyT.V. showswhere 
morals are so dearly violated 
and childhood problems can 
always be worked out with a 
little help from Mom and Dad? 

Day claims that people are 
always trying to fit into places 
where they don't necessarily 
belong. When he looks at his 
past now, he can only wish he 
had someone who could have 
eased his conscience about his 
sexuality; someone who could 
have explained that he was not 
the only gay person on earth. 

A humorous new outlook on 
his past has allowed Day to 
appreciate his Newfoundland 
upbringing in a way that he 
couldn't while growing up. 
Although the subject matter of 
Auto Biography may seem light, 
Day asserts that "humor is just a 
funny way of being serious". 

Day's fantastical video 
imagery is perhaps the best way 
to look at a past where 
introversion was the only escape 
from apparent homophobia, 
and creating an alter-ego the 
only way to find a true friend. 

Dennis Day's work has been 
shown at festivals worldwide. His 
four most recent videos, including 
Auto Biography are on exhibit at 
Oboro Gallery, 4001 me Bern until 
October 30th.

An Interview 

with Michael Franti Jby

AAichael FRANTI is quickly becoming known as the Gil-Scott Heron of 
the hip>hop era. Franti was a former member of Disposable Heroes of Hiphoprisy, a group which 
helped further broaden the boundaries of rap by confronting controversial issues such as 
homophobic violence, media propoganda, and other issues such as poverty and AIDS. The group 
has now disbanded and Franti is now the frontman for the newly formed Spearhead. Last month, 
the Daily had the opportunity to speak with AAichael Franti about his latest album, Home , and his 
development as an artist. 



Dally: How did Spearhead 
come about then? 

Franti: Spearhead came about 
when the last group broke up, 
Disposable Heroes [of 
Hiphoprisy]. I said well, why don't 
I just continue making a record 
by myself because there are other 
things that I wanted to write 
about, songs that I wanted to be 
written. I started recording with 
this guy Joe Butcher who lives in 
Philadelphia and owns 
Roughouse Records. He produces 
Cypress Hill and Kriss Kross. 

Yeah, he was what we called 
the groove-approver. He would 
sit there and I would start playing 
something, and he'd ask the 
drummer to play this, and joe 
would say, 'that sounds like 



stuff, rough-house, but then he's 
also done rock bands like Urge 
Overkill, he did the new 
Pretenders album, he remixed 
Billy Joel's entire album after they 
had already finished it, pressed it 
and put it into stores. 

He was nominated for a 
Grammy for that. He just has the 
ear to make things sound warm, 
and to make things sound really 
good. I've always worked with a 
live band, and I wanted to work 
with somebody who would 
understand live instrumentation 
but who also knew rap and hip- 
hop and how to make beats.

'that sounds like suicide'. The 
ones that sounded like suicide 
we stayed away from this time 
around. 

How did you get Involved 
with Joe? 

Well joe was a fan of 
Disposable Heroes. He came to 
see us one time when we were 
playing in town - in Philadelphia 
- and we hooked up then. I really 
wanted to do a record with him 
but my partner Rono at the time 
didn't want to work with him. So 
when we broke up I just called 
Joe back up and said 'let's do it', 
joe, like I said, has done a lot of 
hard-core rap Screwy D, Tlm- 
Dog [inaudible] and all that other 
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I can give two answers. The 
first thing is that we had this 
'Disposable Heroes of Hiphoprisy' 
and especially up here, in places 
where a lot of people speak 
french. Nobody could say it to 
begin with, and it was really hard 
to translate. So, I wanted to have 
a name that was short, two- 
syllables, and easy to say. The 
meaning of the name kind of just 
evolved from some historical 
things that Chief Shotgun, of the 
Zulus, said. 

He reinvented the spear from 
the Zulus. They used to have a 
long spear that you throw. He 
broke it and made a shorterspear 
with a larger spear-head on it 
that you use in hand to hand

have to learn tools today and to 
reinvent and apply them to our 
struggle and also reexamine what 
we identify the struggle to be. 

That's quite a larger than life 
thing that's been created for 
you. 

That's a very large thing. Don't 
believe the hype, know what I'm 
saying. But, I mean, I'm kind of 
like, I've always been coming 
from left field, you know in terms 
of mainstream, right, and I've 
finally come to a position where 
I can kind of feel comfortable in 
terms of what my role is in this 
whole mix of music, 
entertainment and rap, hip-hop 
business, whatever it is. 

What I kind of see myself as is 



a politician because I stir up too 
much doodoo. It's like, I wouldn't 
want to feel like I couldn't say 
what I wanted to say because I 
wasn't going to get votes. 

I'd say you use rap as a tool 
for education, that's what I 
feel. I wanted to know If you 
feel rap Is becoming more 
commercial and appropriated 
by people who don't know or 
don't care to know anything 
about Its origins? 

Definitely, like I mean today 
you see different commercials 
for McDonalds or Burger King or 
Pepsi or whatever or Sprite, and 
if they don't have a rap artist on 
they have somebody who's trying 
to do a type of rap, and that's 
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part of the power of rap - it's the 
rhythm of the words and the 
poetry of the words and when 
you have that skill you can say a 
lot of different things, and so it 
does lend itself for 
commercialism. 

You've been referred to as an 
artist of conscience, and you 
find that In modern American 
society today there's a 
vacuum In leadership, and 
then people tend to tum to 
entertainment and athletes as 
their role models. Do you 
think that It's an unfair 
responsibility that's being put 
on hip-hop artists to become 
the voice of the community? 

I don't think so. I mean, 
everybody should have an 
opportunity to express 
themselves. When I look at this 
whole thing of role models, I 
don't believe in role models, I 
believe in role players; I believe 
that people shouldn't just be 
examples of what's right, they 
should be doing what's right. 
Justin terms of the role of rappers 
today, we are some of the only 
black voices that are being heard 
but I don't think that we have a 
void of leadership. 

I think we have a problem that 
we've had all along, which is that 
our leaders are being destroyed. 
Just last week Benjamin Chavis, 
who is the head of the NAACP 
(National Association for the 
Advancement of Coloured 
Peoples) was kicked out of his 
own organization by his own 
people because he wasn't 
bowing to Chrysler, GM, large 
corporations that were giving the 
NAACP lots of money. 
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He was trying to take it to the 
grassroots and so they bring up 
some controversy about him, 
they stir up something from the 
past a n d th ey say this is ou r reason 
for kicking him out. Well, the 
reason they kicked him out is 
because they weren't getting all 
the money they were getting 
from corporations any more 
because he was going grassroots. 
I look today at who the leaders 
are, and the leaders for me are 
the people who are keeping the 
agenda on the frontline, whether 
they are virtuous or not, whether 
they are pure and holy and have 
everything together or not is 
irrelevant. 

But for me, you know, I don't 
agree with everything Louis 
Farrakhan says, but I appreciate 
him as one of those people who 
is on point, who always makes 
sure that the issues that are 
important for black people are 
going to be discussed. He stirs 
the doodoo up and makes sure 
that when the water starts to 
settle he stirs up the bottom and 
makes sure that it comes to the 
‘ surface and has a chance to see 
the sunlight. So I respect people 
like that, and those are the leaders 
today. 

Sometimes the leaders can be 
unsuspecting, sometimes the 
leaders can be like Clarence 
Thomas, for example, who was a 
supreme court justice, and he is a 
rightwing person, and he totally 
contradicts everything I stand for, 
but at the same time, by chance 
he was put in a position where 
we had to cast the light on how 
our supreme court system works 
and how black people are chosen 



by the white establishment to do 
certain things. So he ends up 
being a leader because he draws 
focus onto something, not 
because he wanted to. 

Today it's different, we can't 
expect there to be a Mao Tse 
Tung or a General Li orsomebody 
who is going to come forward 
and be a leader of the people, 
because the way that information 
moves today it doesn't lend itself 
to that 

So do you believe that music 
can be used as a tool to 
Inspire this generation to 
become role players? 

Music is too organic to be 
considered like a tool, music is 
just part of us, part of our lives, 
it's part of what we love, it's part 
of how we celebrate, how we 
socialize, and music is like food, 
it's not something that's going 
to go in there and get things 
done, but it's like a food that we 
live of off, to inspire us. That's 
why I changed up a lot with 
Spearhead. 

I got tired of doing songs that 
were against them - you know 
what I'm saying when I say them 
- I mean the white system in 
particular. I got tired of doing 
songs that were aggressive 
against them, I wanted to do 
something that was for us, that 
expressed the confidence of us as 
a people and expressed how we 
live, how we socialize, how we 
party and the things that we love, 
and the people that we love, and 
put it all within the socio-political 
context that I've always dealt 
with. 

With this understanding how 
do you fed that your musk or 



yourself, do you feel like 
you've developed since your 
beginning with Beatnigs. I've 
noticed a change from an 
Industrial to a more 
conventional sound. 

When we first started doing 
..tuff with the Beatnigs, I was just 
working with drummers and I 
was vocalizing, and we had some 
bands that needed a place to 
rehearse so we went down to 
Jug-Jug's and started rehearsing 
there because you can make as 
much noise as you want and 
nobody cared. 

Aftera while we started picking 
up these drum-like instruments 
and started beating on them and 
incorporating them into the drum 
stuff and then we started playing 
in clubs and putting on our own 
parties and people started saying 
'that's just junk, we know what 
that means' and then they started 
playing. Then there became a 
whole genre of music that was 
not coming from us but coming 
from somewhere else that was 
called industrial music that was 
very noisy and abrasive. 

We were just doing it because 
it was the most aggressive thing 
that we could think of, and we 
didn't have other instruments. 
So progressing up to where I am 
now, I feel like my communication 
skills have gotten a lot better 
through the music. Whereas 
when I first started the Beatnigs I 
didn't know how to play any 
instruments. Now I know how to 
play a little bit of drums, a little 
bit of bass, a little bit of guitar, a 
tiny bit of keyboards. Enough 
that I can get the tunes out. 

1 would like to turn to your 
album now. I found that your 
first track, "People", I found it 
really In your face, the lyrics 
were really powerful. I was 
wondering who you were 
addressing. 

Well in that song, people can 
mean a lot of different things. 
When I wrote that song it was 
just like a free-style. In the verses 
there is a lot of very heavy stuff, 
and when you get to the chorus, 
it's just like a little sing-song. You 
can just see people partying and 
loving and having fun. but the 
lyrics are just for people who try 
to pin-point what I've never been 
one to just follow the track of 
what's going on. I try to be real, 
wf meansltrytobewholam, 
not «mat the latest trend in hip- 
hop is, or the latest trend on the 
pop-charts is. 

Because of that I had people 
on all sides of the fence, left, right 
and centre, taking pot-shots at 
what I do. And that song is just in 
response to anyone who thinks 
they have a holaon me. Especially 
when you are doing political 
music, there are all sorts of people 
who want to throw you onto 
their political agenda. I have 
people come up to me after the 
show and say, "I'm from this 
Trotskyist- Marxist- Leninist 
Association and we really like your 
song 'Television Drug of the 
Nation' and that song fits right in 
with our political schema." 



Algerians bracing for Violence 

Yesterday Algerians were reported to be bracing for a possible 
upsurge of violence in the Berber heartland of Kabylia as a result of 
the impending expiryof the deadline set for the release of the famous 
Berbersingerand leading anti-fundamentalist activist Matoub Lounes. 

Berber activists Monday threatened 
"total war" against Lounes' abductors and 
their supporters if he was not freed by 
Wednesday, the 11th of October. And 
while no group has claimed responsibility 
for the kidnapping, Lounes' supporters 
have accused Islamist militants. 

A spokesman for the Berber Cultural Movement (MCB) to which 
Lounes belongs is quoted as saying that the group of around 15 
gunmen who seized the singer in a bar near Tizi Ouzou on Sunday 
evening delivered a lecture to bystanders calling for the creation of 
an Islamic state before making away with their victim.

GM strike wins new jobs 

Three days after 1 1 ,500 auto workers in Flint, Michigan, went on 
strike against General Motors' practice of forcing workers to clock 
unbearable overtime, the auto bosses gave into the demand of the 
Auto Workers union to hire more workers. 

GM conceded to hiring 779 new full-time workersatthemile-long 
Buick City production plant. GM bosses were forcing the workers to 
put in long hours seven days a week to keep the cars rolling off the 
assembly lines. Auto workers were logging 60-70-hour weeks. Faced 
with impossible speed-up and increasing danger to their health and 
safety, the workers hit the picket lines. 

Their action soon affected the 28 GM plants throughout North 
America. Faced with the danger of company-wide financial losses, 
the bosses relented to the strikers on Sept. 30.

Britain could soon accept IRA ceasefire 

Irish Foreign Minister Dick Spring said on Sunday that Britain 
might soon decide to talk to the IRA's political wing Sinn Fein. The 
Irish government has already accepted Sinn Fein back into mainstream 
politics following last month's IRA ceasefire. But Britain continues to 
shun the IRA's political wing, demanding more evidence that the 
guerrilla war, aimed at ending British rule in Northern Ireland, is over. 

Britain has said that once it does have concrete proof of the 
permanence of the ceasefire, there could be talks with Sinn Fein 
within three months. The guerrillas, who fought a 25 year campaign 
to merge Northern Ireland into a new united Ireland republic, have 
not violated the ceasefire. 

Protestant groups fighting toensurecontinued British rule in Northern 
Ireland have not yet called off their violence against Roman Catholics.

Sri Lanka bishop calls for end to Voice Of America 

A Sri Lankan Catholic bishop on Wednesday urged the government 
to suspend work on a controversial foreign transmitting station in 
western Sri Lanka after police shot dead a protester outside the site. 

"The government should consider suspending all operations and 
appointing a high level commission to go into all aspects of this 
question," the bishop of Chilaw, Marcus Fernando, said in a statement. 
Fernando has been leading a protest against the construction of the 
Voice of America (VOA) station. The protesterwas killed when police 
fired on about 400 local residents who had blocked the road to the 
site and refused to leave. 

The station is being built near the west coast town of Chilaw, 
about 80 km (50 miles) from Colombo, to replace 40-year old 
transmitters elsewhere on the island. When construction began early 
last year, villagers protested saying the station would be used as a 
cover for military communications, adding it would emit radiation 
and cause disruption. 

The U.S. Embassy says the high-powered shortwave transmitters 
being built would improve radio broadcasts to Asia, Africa and the 
Middle East. It denied dangerous radiation would be emitted.

South African police clash with strikers 

Riot police arrested at least 20 people Thursday after firing rubber 
bullets and tear gas to disperse thousands of striking private security 
guardswho paralyzed central Johannesburg. 

Police stormed the 3,000-strong crowd of guards demanding 
higher wages and shorter work hours. The strikers had overturned 
garbage cans to barricade the heart of South Africa's commercial 
center and were throwing stones and broken bottles at police. 

The police, armed with riot-control gear, fired rubber bullets and 
tear gas to disperse the crowd after shots rang out, seemingly from 
the direction of the demonstrators. 

"After he (the colonel) fell down, police opened fire with rubber bullets 
and a group of men standing on the pavement opened fire. It seemed like 
it came from a pistol," said Reuters television soundman John Mkhize.

Save a 
feline

Despite a recent decision by the 
board of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(SPCA) to stop killing unwanted 
animals, 10 to 12 cats are 
scheduled to be put to sleep on 
Friday, with many more to die 
soon after. 

Dr. Amanda Clew, a 
veterinarian with the SPCA, 
described the situation there. 

"It's full of disease. We're 
talking two major epidemics 
here. One fordogs called Kennel 
Cough and one for cats called 
Rhinotrachetis." 

Glew said about 40 cats and 
25 dogs are affected. 

The veterinarian acknow- 
ledged that the decision to put 
the sick animals to sleep does 
conflict with the SPCA's new 
anti-euthanasia policy, but said 
that under the circumstances it 
is a necessary measure. "They 
had changed their policy, but 
I've changed it back... It's not 
realistic to keep sick animals 
around," she said. 

According to Clew, while all 
of these animals are expected to 
recover (and many already 
have), they cannot be put back 
with the other animals. Glew 
said she is especially concerned 
about the cats. 

"Even when they recover, 
they still carry the virus. That's 
why I can't mix them with 
healthy cats," she said. 

As such, the SPCA is planning 
to put the animals to sleep 
starting Friday. Glew is hoping 
the animals will be adopted 
before then. 

"What I'm looking for are 
people to adopt these recovering 
animals on the realization that... 
they are adult animals and they 
may need antibiotics," Glew 
said. 

She also noted that people 
can provide a foster home for 
animals until a permanent home 
for them is available. This keeps 
the animals from infecting 
others. 

Glew added that it takes more 
than a kind heart to adopt an 
animal. 

"It is expensive. It's $90 to 
adopt a cat, but you get $35 
backwhenyou have it spayed or 
neutered," she said. 

She is trying to accommodate 
students, however. 

"At this point in time, I'm 
even saying to students, 'Hey, 
pay with post dated checks,"' 
she explained.

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Are Montréal nightclubs too violent?

Several of Montréal's nightclubs 
have been receiving unsolicited 
notoriety. Itwouldseemthatdub 
violence has been on the rise. 
During the summer, numerous 
shootings and fights were reported 
as having occured in or outside 
clubs. As a result many club 
promoters are fed up and finding 
it harder to use clubs for other 
parties. 

Fitz Cole, one of the promoters 
involved at Club Obsession, 
explains that "...once something 
like this happens at a party you 
organize, your name and 
reputation are affected". Cole of 
"Fitzand Fabian Productions" was 
promoting a party at the club on 
StanleyStreetduringthe 
Labour Day weekend - 
when shots were fired ^ 
on the dance floor. 

Although security was 
tight as usual, this 
gunman managed to 
bring in a weapon. 

According to Cole, the 
frustration in trying to 
hold these events is that 
thereisalways the threat 
ofviolencebreakingout 
"It only takes one 
ignorant person to ruin 
the night", he said. Cole 
is not the only promoter 
to suffer from violence 
at clubs. 

Recently, Club 
Bedrock on Côte-des- 
Neiges Street had a 
shooting breakout after New dub gear? 
a police raid. Richard 
Goodridge, who had been 



read about a reason in a Gazette 
article that appeared about the 
incident. Constable Allard, the 
seargentheadingtheinvestigation 
at Station 31 was repeatedly 
unavailable for comment. No 
officer was able to give any 
comments about general police 
procedures regarding club raids, 
only explaining that the incidents 
at Club Bedrock were "very 
sensitive and Constable Allard 
would like everyting to go through 
him.". 

The security at the club was 
routine: a frisk for weapons at the 
door, followed by a metal detector 
which everyone must go through 
before being allowed in the club. 
This security check was also used 
at Club Obsession the night of 




promoting the parties at Bedrock, 
was infuriated at the events leading 
up to the shooting. Goodridge 
explained that the police had made 
one of many "routine" visits to the 
club and began to check the bar 
forpermits and other papers. They 
had stopped the music and began 
a head count to see if any fire 
safety codes had been violated. 
However, in so doing, they had 
assembled the hired security into 
the center of the club while other 
officers covered all exits of the 
club. Several of the police officers 
had opened the back doors, 
effectively allowing anybody into 
the club and breaking down the 
security of the establishment 

Goodridge wasfuriousthatthe 
very people they had turned away 
at the door ended up coming in 
due to the police's opening of the 
back door. Soon after the police 
went downstairs, a series of shots 
rang out. Although there were 
over 20 police officers inside the 
club, none were seen during or 
immediatley after the shots were 
fired. According to Goodridge, 
the police returned only when 
most of the people (and the 
gunman) had left the club. "They 
gave the person the chance to get 
away". 

Neither the promoters nor the 
security that night were given a 
reason for the police raid, and only 



their shooting. So, why are 
weapons still making their way 
into the clubs? "If someone is 
determined to bring a weapon 
into a club, it can be done", said 
Cole as he equated it to incidents 
of bringing weapons onto planes 
despite the heavy security check. 

All this talk of club security and 
violence brings up the issue of the 
existence of appropriate club 
behaviour; namely is there such a 
thing? Many dub-goers have to 
go through rather embarrassing 
and intimidating security checks 
before partying. The average dub- 
goer can look forward to waiting 
in a long line-up, only to meet a 
series of bouncers (one for the 
male customers and another for 
the female customers). The dub- 
goer then has to endure an often 
too personal body check and frisk, 
where hats must be removed, belts 
are turned inside out, and everyone 
is patted down. It might seem a 
bit extreme but the promoters are 
not taking any chances. 

Goodridge sarcastically 
wondersifthenextstepistomove 
towards strip searches. "It's 
incredible how far people will go 
[to conceal a weapon]." He 
explained howguns are often kept 
tucked into the pants at the belt 
and when they go through the 
frisk and metal detector, they 
simply push the gun further down 
their pants where the metal 
detector's beep can be blaimed 



on the belt buckle. "Sometimes, 

I want to ask my security to check 
their shoes!", exclaimed 
Goodridge. 

Violence at clubs have forced 
some promoters to resort to 
"airport style security" where walk- 
through metal detectors used at 
airports are used at the clubs. The 
weekend following the shooting 
at Club Obsession, promoters Fitz 
and Fabian handed out flyers that 
advertised, "A toast to you and a 
toast to our investment in your 
security...Airport security check, 
I.D checkforall, age 21 plus, not- 
shirts, no hats, no runners...". Isall 
this necessary? Apparently the 
answer is yes. 

Club promoters who have had 
incidents occur at their clubs are 
frustrated about the 
situation. It comes 
down to a question of 
pleading for peace. It 
is not uncommon to 
hear ads that ask club 
goers to leave their 
attitudes and weapons 
at home. During a 
recent interview on 
CKUT's "Soul 
Perspective", 
promoters Cole and 
Goodridge pleaded 
with the public to keep 
the peace by 
explaining that a party 
is no place to bring 
guns. 

Because none of the 
dubsare owned bythe 
promoters who use it, 

every incident of 

violence makes it increasingly 
difficult for the promoters to use 
otherdubsatlatertimes. Because 
these clubs cater to a generally 
Black clientele, the promoters also 
run into the problem of dealing 
withthestereotypesofBlackmusic 
and Black crowds. According to 
both Cole and Goodridge, they 
have come across many dub 
owners who have flatly told them 
they do not want Black people in 
their dubs for fear of violence. 

Most club owners, despite their 
racist atitudes will allow the 
promoters to use their clubs simply 
beacuse they are highly profitable 
and often there is no violence. 
However, when violence does 
breakout, promoters find it very 
difficult to continue to hold well 
attended parties. 

Despite attempts at handing 
out V.I.P passes or advertising two 
for one admission and the likes, 
both Club Obsessions and Club 
Bedrock have suffered from low 
attendance since the shootings. 
The promotersare understandably 
upset at having all their hard work 
at developing a clientele and 
establishing a nameforthemselves 
in the club circuit destroyed by 
one or two people. 

Often, police paranoia have led 
to minor cases being blown into a 
large scale eruption of violence. 
There have been instances when 
police have responded to a call 
about a fight and arrived in full riot 



gear 60 officers strong. When 
dealing with the Black-frequented 
clubs, the promoters feel that the 
police are quick to assume that 
shooting will break out if they see 
large numbers of Black people 
standing in front of the club. 

However, in a more positive 
light, a party organized for last 
weekend's Thanksgiving Day 
holidaywentonwithnoproblems. 
'Tropical Rhthyms", organised by 
V&Z Productions and Rickey D. & 
Shaheed, where the line-up 
included nine DJs and three live 
acts, attracted over 7,000 mostly 
Black people at the Musée Juste 
Pour Rire, where the event was 
held. Because capacity of the 
Musée was only 2,000, the 
organizers had to call police to ask 
for help in moving some 5,000 



people out of the street Despite 
the unprecedented amount of 
people in attendance, no violence 
broke out. 

Whether security is adequate 
or not the question of club safety 
still remains. Club promoters must 
work with the growing fear that 
going out just might not be safe 
anymore. Fighting against the 
stereotypes of Black music's so 
called violent edge and the 
resulting difficulty of promoting a 
party has become too familiar. 
Both Cole and Goodridge see a lot 
of the responsibility of dub safety 
falling into the hands of their 
clientele. If after organizing a 
securitysystem and implementing 
it to the best of their ability, the 
best anyone can hope for is that 
people leave their guns at home.
